Interests the Beneficiaries. 


As the Pacific coast is obliged to 
draw its goods from the Atlantic coast, 
the secretary says, the charge has 
arisen that the “ interests" are the 
beneficiaries of the i>olicy which pre­ 
vents the opening up of large fuel de 
posits. 
"There has been much talk.” he con­ 
tinues, of the 'interests' opposing that 
so-called conservation which makes fcr 
reservation rather than use, but as a 
m atter of fact, the ‘interests’ naturally 
favor, rather than oppose, the reserva­ 
tion and non-use idea.” 
The secretary points out that Mexi 
can coal can be delivered al San Fran 
cisco at $1 a ton, >vhile a railroad in 
Alaska is compelled to pay $12 a ton 
"T o my mind, a continuation of the 
present situation is the direct antithc 
sis of rational conservation,” the secre 
tary 
continues. 
"Consider 
that 
for 
each 
five tons of Atlantic seaboard 
coal transported to the Pacific coast 
one ton is used in transportation, or a 
total waste of 20 per cent, and you 
will see that existing methods do not 
conserve but destroy. 
"From an economic point of view it 
is intolerable that this waste should 
continue, 
and 
that 
a 
large 
region 
should be handicapped in its legiti 
mate development and the proper use 
of its resources by the failure of the 
government 
properly 
to 
settle 
the 
problems of 
how to use 
these re­ 
sources. 
It is to be hoped that con­ 
gress will determine early in the com­ 
ing session the manner in which Alas­ 
ka coal may be taken out and placed 
in the markets of the Pacific coast 
before those markets are absorbed by 
foreign importations."

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 7.— Two explo­ 
sions, occurring within a few minutes 
of each other, resulted in the death of 
tw elve men in the Lawson mine at 
Black Diamond, thirty miles south­ 
east of Seattle. 
Seven men going down on shift and 
five men coming up were caught be­ 
tween the first and sixth levels and all 
perished. 
Natural gas combustion is assigned 
as the cause. 
A ll the men were for­ 
eigners. 
The force of the explosion was ter­ 
rific, showers of earth, timbers and 
bits of clothing being blown from the 
slope of the mine. 
Timbers sixteen 
inches thick and eight feet long were 
blown half a mile. 
A big section of 
steampipe was blown a sim ilar dis­ 
tance and sank fifteen feet into the 
ground. 
As soon as the extent of the disas­ 
ter was known rescue parties went 
into the mine in search of any who 
might be alive. 
As far as known the twelve men In 
the tram cars were the only ones in 
the mine at the time of the explosion.

The automobile has had a stiff fight 
to win admittance to tho picturesque 
canton of tile Grisons, hitherto the only 
part of Switzerland where self pro­ 
pelled vehicles were barred altogether. 
It must be confessed that nowhere iii 
Switzerland is the automobile really

The official reason for its exclusion 
from the Grisons is that the mountain

Mr. Cannon will at once cause It to

A. Sudden, author of the mu* Ii 
dreaded Snnden’s grammar, which has 
kept thousands of 
students on 
the 
anxious seat for years, is dead. 
D. A. 
Sunden attained an age of eighty-two 
years. 
He was born in Transtrand, 
Dalarne, where his father was a min­ 
ister. 
He became an Instructor in 
philosophy and tile Swedish language 
in Vesteras. but resigned from this 
position in 1898. 
Most Swedes who 
have gone to school within the last 
thirty years have made the acquaint­ 
ance of Sunden’s grammar, which en­ 
joys tile distinction in Sweden of be­ 
ing the hardest textbook on the list 
for students to tackle. In 1885-92 Sun­ 
den compiled 
his dictionary of the 
Swedish language, which has been in 
much use all over tile country ever 
since. 
The Swedes use more than 50,000,000 
crowns worth of shoes every year. 
But the peculiar part of it is that all 
the shoe factories put together do not 
manufacture more than about 26,000.- 
OOO crowns worth. 
The rest are im­ 
ported from Germany. 
The shoe in­ 
dustry in Sweden has increased at a 
remarkable rate during the past ten 
years and there are still great oppor­ 
tunities open. 
The shoe factories are 
all loaded down with orders and can­ 
not begirt to fill half of them. A num­ 
ber of new factories have started re­ 
cently in various parts of tile country 
and within a short time Sweden will 
be manufacturing 30,OOO,OOO crowns 
worth of shoes every year. 
Sweden is usiug a great deal of 
American tobacco and the other day 
there arrived in the steamer Queen 
Olga a consignment of American to­ 
bacco which is valued at 1,700,000 
crowns. 
It took 210 freight cars to 
transport the tobacco from Kentuckv 
to New \ ork. 
The American tobacco 
companies now have the best of tho 
tobacco business in Sweden and are 
doing an enormous business. 
count Carl von Buckler, Germany’s 
minister to Stockholm, has tender: *i 
his resignation md will retire from 
diplomatic life entirely and spend the 
remainder of his days in Germany. 
During thy three years that he has oc­ 
cupied the Stockholm post he has 
made many friends and has been no 
an extremely sympathetic footing with 
the officials of the Swedish court.

Madame Michelsen took a 
deep interest in her husband’s affairs 
and during th*- time that he was prime 
minister it is believed that Mr. Michel­ 
sen relied as much on his wife’s advice 
as he did on that of his closest po­ 
litical advisers. 
At any rate there are 
some people who profess to believe 
that Madam** Benny Michelsen had a 
great deal to do with the bringing 
about of a peaceable dissolution with 
Sweden in 1905. She also was the one 
who 
conducted th*1 
negotiations in 
Stockholm regarding the disposition 
of the much talked of “ministershotel- 
let” in Stockholm. 
Rev. Peter Olsen resigned from his 
congregation in Lynge the other day. 
At the same time he resigned from the 
ministry, all on the ground that he had 
been preaching to empty seats.
